A time-temperature 
sign on a Chi­ 
cago freeway read -0 this morning. It felt 
like “ minus zero” across most of the 
nation. In many places it was. 
Temperatures dipped below zero as 
far South as the Gulf Coast states for 
the second straight night. Many Northern 
cities never saw the positive side of 
zero 
Thursday and braced for near­ 
record lows today. Communities battled 
the supercold through power failures or 
water shortages and several deaths were 
attributed to the weather. 
Frost warnings were in effect for 
central interior Florida today as citrus 
growers fought to preserve their crops. 
Waterloo, 
Iowa, 
was in its 
fourth 
straight day of constant subzero tem­ 
peratures, 
and Chicago 
was near a 
record 
70 straight hours of the same 
conditions. 
Heavy snows and high winds clogged 
highways on the east shore of Lake Mich­ 
igan and blizzard conditions persisted 
through most of Thursday in Western 
New York state. 
Thibodaux, 
La., was without water 
pressure Thursday because residents 
kept faucets open to prevent them from 
freezing. The trick worked but water 
towers emptied and pressure was cut 
off to allow it to build back up. 
Mayor Buster Stockton 
of James­ 
town, Tenn., declared a state of emer­ 
gency because of a shortage in the water 
supply. About 10,000 homes near Bris­ 
tol, Tenn., were without electricity fora 
time Thursday, gas 
pressure 
fell at 
Brentwood, 
Tenn., near Nashville and 
at least 
seven weather-related deaths 
were reported in the state.

Yablonski 


CLARKSVILLE, Pa., (UPI) - A U.S. 
Labor Department official was on hand 
today to aid 
authorities in their in­ 
vestigation of the murders of United 
Mine Workers Union official Joseph 
A. Yablonski, his wife and daughter. 
As the intensive investigation into the 
fatal shootings continued, 
thousands 
of miners, friends and relatives braved 
below zero weather to attend the fun­ 
eral for the victims. Church services 
were late starting. 
State Police Capt. Joseph C. Snyder 
said at the daily news briefing there 
was “ nothing new to report other than 
the fact“ an official of the Labor De­ 
partment arrived and promised “ back­ 
ground information 
on its own investi­ 
gation” of the union. 
Snyder refused to go into detail on any 
facet of the joint investigation being con­ 
ducted by state police and the FBI. He 
said “ you get to the point where you 
compromise yourself if you reveal too 
much.“ 
Dr. Hawey Wells, one of the 11 re­ 
maining persons who joined 
with Ya­ 
blonski in filing a federal 
suit last 
month 
against UMW officials accusing 
them of embezzlement, said today they 
“ were a little bit frightened.“ “ If they 
rub 
any of us out, they'll rub us all 
out,“ he said. 
Yablonski, 
his 
wife and daughter 
were shot to death in their beds Dec. 
30, or Dec. 31 after Yablonski lost a 
bitter election for the presidency of 
the UMW. 
His two sons called it an 
execution and said it was retaliation 
for his candidacy.

Each of the city's

rate reported 


holding steady 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate held steady at 3.4 
per cent in December, 
only slightly 
above the post-Korean 
War low of last 
winter, the government said today. 
The Labor Department 
said in a re­ 
port that statistics 
other than the low 
jobless rate, indicated a cooling of the 
economy 
under 
Nixon administration 
anti-inflation 
measures. Those “ slow­ 
down“ figures, the department’s 
Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics said, showed; 


—The number of employed 
persons 
continued to show little growth in De­ 
cember. 
—Unemployment 
rates for blue col­ 
lar and factory workers remained near 
1969 highs. 
—The average work week edged down­ 
ward while factory overtime hours de­ 
clined. 


The 3.4 per cent unemployment rate 
— same as in November —compared to 
a 4.0 per cent level in September and 
3.9 per cent in October. For the year 
as a whole, joblessness 
averaged 3.5 
per cent 
in 1969. 
The 1968 rate was 
3.6 per cent. 
The 3.4 per cent December rate was 
only slightly above the post-Korean War 
low of 3.3 
per cent during December, 
January and February of last winter. 


Some economists had interpreted the 
higher unemployment 
rates in Septem­ 
ber and October as a sign that admin- 
istration policies to curb inflation were 
taking hold. But the drop in November 
and December to levels prior to Sep­ 
tember conflicted with that reasoning. 
Assistant 
Commissioner 
Harold 
Goldstein 
of the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics 
said the rate of employment 
growth 
slowed 
during the latter part 
of 1969 following steady 
growth 
dur­ 
ing a tight labor market earlier in the 
year. At the same time, the unemploy­ 
ment 
rate was holding about steady for 
the year. 
Goldstein 
said 
2 
million workers 
were added to nonfarm payrolls during 
1969 
to increase 
total 
employment 
to 77.9 million. 
But he said 
adult women accounted 
for 1.1 million of the increase 
even 
though 
women make up only about one 
third of the labor force. 
Adult men 
accounted for 530,000 of the increase 
and teen-agers about 340,000.

M. Kennedy may hang in the balance. 


T7ie inquest 
closed Thursday, near­ 
ly six months after the demure blonde 
secretary 
drowned in Kennedy’s car. 
James A. Boyle, the 62-year-old coun­ 
try judge who presided 
over the in­ 
quest, said he would file his 
report 
“ without undue delay” on whether the 
last surviving 
Kennedy brother vw M 
face criminal charges. 


The purpose of the inquest was to de­ 
termine, according to Boyle, if Kennedy 
committed any crime. UPI learned that 
the testimony of Kennedy, several of 
his friends who had knowledge of the 
accident 
and others of № ^ 7 witness­ 
es revealed little 
new information to 
the inquest. 
Kennedy's fate, 
however, 
will not 
be known until Boyle 
hands over his 
report 
to the clerk of the Superior 
Court 
here for disposition. The hefty 
transcript 
of the secret proceedings 
has been impounded and will not be made 
public until the completion of the trial, 
if one should be forthcoming, or until 


it is certain there are no charges to 
be brought against Kennedy. 
The senator, 
after his leadoff testi­ 
mony 
Monday, 
remained at his Squaw 
Island home in Hyannis 
Port with his 
wife Joan and other members of the 
family. He flew to Washington Thurs­ 
day night and said he would have no 
official comment on the inquest. 
Seven witnesses testified at Thurs- 
day’s 
session, 
including the five 
“ boilerroom 
girls," 
so called 
for 
their work for Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
during his ill-fated presidential cam­ 
paign. Miss Kopechne had been among 
their number. 
UPI 
learned today the girls’ testi­ 
mony 
was contradictory in part. They 
testified 
about a cookout which pre­ 
ceded 
Miss Kopechne’s death. 
They 
maintained little 
drinking was done 
at the affair. 
Kennedy, it was learned 
earlier, 
testified 
he had only two 
drinks at the cookout that night and 
none at the party which followed. 
Judge 
Boyle, UPI 
learned, did not 
appear completely 
satisfied with the 
girls' 
testimony during questioning, 
but he did not press the matter. 
Miss Kopechne 
died July 18 
when 
Kennedy’s car toppled off a primitive 
plank bridge on nearby Chappaquiddick 
Island into a tidal pond where it over­ 
turned and sank. 
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Peking,Moscow troubles 
but U.S. talks to resume 


Kennedy future in balance 


as death inquest closes 


HONG 
KONG 
(UPI) — Communist 
China has agreed to resume formal talks 
with the United States in Warsaw 
but today both Peking and Moscow exchanged 
heated remarks over their own faltering border talks. 
In Moscow, the Tass news agency said Russia accused the Mao Tse-tung regime 
of creating a military 
psychosis 
in China and using any pretext to prepare the 
Chinese people for war. 
Peking Radio denounced the Soviet at­ 
titude in their border talks and said Rus­ 
sia has refused to pull back any of its 
armed forces in the tense border areas 
where there have been a series of armed 
clashes. 
The Chinese said this was in viola­ 
tion of an agreement reached last Sep­ 
tember between Soviet Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin and Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai. 
The Soviet charges against Peking 
were the most serious since China and 
Russia decided four months ago to ne­ 
gotiate their deadlocked border dispute. 
The Peking regime, Tass said, “ Uses 
any pretext 
to impress on the popula­ 
tion that the Chinese people armed with 
Mao Tse-tung* s thoughts should not be 
afraid of war.” 
The agency’s report carried the head­ 
line “ Military Psychosis in China.” 
The Chinese have accused the Rus­ 
sians of exerting military pressure along 
the Sino-Soviet border, the scene of bloo­ 
dy frontier clashes last year, since the 
negotiations started. 
Tass rejected Chinese 
charges and 
said Peking’s press “ continuously re­ 
fers to an outside threat and demands 
that controls over industry, agricul­ 
ture and the entire social life of the 
country be increased.” 
“ The Maoist’s 
propaganda uses the 
external danger to overcome disputes 
and struggle in their own ranks,’’ Tass 
said.

“ Those persons have been individual­ 
ly notified and termination actions are 
proceeding as planned,” the spokesman 
stated. “ Because of transfers 
and at­ 
trition from other causes since the an­ 
nouncement, it is anticipated that some­ 
thing 
less than 200 employes will be 
separated. It is not known if any of the 
affected 
employes have or will leave 
the area.” 
The spokesman 
added that Vanden­ 
berg has no information at this time of 
any units 
transferring to or from Van­ 
denberg or any substantial changes in 
units. 


Tanker 
with jet fuel 
near sinking 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A tanker 
with 41 persons aboard fought 20-foot 
seas and 60-knot winds in the stormy 
Pacific today. It was believed without 
power and with two feet of water in 
the engine room. 
Merchant ships, Coast Guard cutters, 
planes and helicopters sped to the aid of 
the 676-foot SS Connecticut 170 miles off 
Pt. Arguello. 
The Connecticut left Los Angeles late 
Wednesday for Yckohoama with a cargo 
of 280,000 gallons of jet fuel. Shortly 
after midnight today, her captain, E.W. 
Ayres of Pasadena, Tex., radioed she 
was in danger of sinking. 
A helicopter lowered a portable pump 
to the Conneeticutt’s heaving deck early 
today and the Coast Guard said a C 130 
search and rescue plane dropped three 
more by parachute later. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said Ayres 
radioed that “ he was no longer in imme­ 
diate danger of sinking but still has an 
emergency situation.’’ 
The Japanese vesselTsuneshima Maru 
was at the scene and a half-dozen other 
vessels were headed to the site where 
winds of up to 60 knots were reported 
and the sea was running at 15 to 20 
feet. 
In his first report to the Coast Guard, 
the skipper said his ship was taking wai­ 
ter through the stern tubes and flooding 
was out of control. A Coast Guard plane 
hovering over the stricken ship reported 
her well deck was awash. 
The Coast Guard ordered its planes 
to drop no flares in the area for fear 
that some of the JP-5 fuel aboard might 
have leaked into the water. 
The freighters Oriental Pearl, Buckey 
Atlantic and Hawaii Builder all moved 
toward the stricken vessel. So did the 
Coast Guard cutter Cape Hedge out of 
Morro Bay and other cutters from San 
Francisco and Los Angeles.

57th birthday 


WASHINGTON (UP0 - President Nix­ 
on turned 57 today. Mrs. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower called to wish him “ Happy 
birthday.” Aides gave him a replica of 
a 1913 newspaper with a gag story pre­ 
dicting his presidency. 
During a light - hearted respite from 
work in his Oval Office, Nixon chuckled 
as he looked over a reproduction —slight­ 
ly altered — of the Jan. 9, 1913, edi­ 
tion of the Washington Evening Star. 
Wearing a dark blue suit and bantering 
with reporters, photographers and aides, 
Nixon held up the newspaper, mounted on 
cardboard, and commented: “ The head­ 
lines haven’t etianged much.”

Directors of Santa Barbara County 
Housing yesterday voted to request the 
return of the old National Guard armory 
on West Ocean Avenue. 
The 
Housing Authority 
owned the 
property until the U.S. 
Sixth 
Army 
built the armory in 1956. The Lompoc 
Valley Boys Club is now leasing the 
two and one-half-acre plot and building 
for its 900-member youth program. 
The original Housing Authority front­ 
age on West Ocean Avenue extended from 
O to R Streets. Long term lease facili­ 
tated construction of the Post Office 
Building, and the Authority is now build­ 
ing a new office building just west of 
the Post Office. The Authority plans to 
surface and fence the area between its 
new office and the Armory for recrea­ 
tion use by the Boys Club. 
Recent decision 
of federal General 
Services 
Administration declaring the 
armory property surplus has prompted 
interest 
in city, school and Housing 
Authority quarters. 
Question of 
whether the area west 
of the armory to R Street is the proper­ 
ty of the Sixth Army or the Housing Au­ 
thority was being researched today, ac­ 
cording to Richard Mires, Housing sec­ 
retary. 
During World War II, low cost hous­ 
ing was erected on the east two-thirds 
of the area by the Federal Housing Au­ 
thority, 
whose 
jurisdiction was turn­ 
ed over to the Santa Barbara 
County 
Housing Authority 
a few years later. 
Long-range planning for senior citi­ 
zen housing 
on the acreage was indi­ 
cated at yesterday’s Housing Authority 
meeting. Return of the parcel now held 
by the federal 
agency to the local Au­ 
thority would round out the 13.142 acre 
(three city block) property to its ori­ 
ginal size. The acreage was purchased 
originally in 1943 by the Federal Hous­ 
ing Authority for $10,000, 
Lease for the year 1970 (with 30-day 
cancellation clause) was received by the 
Boys Club on the armory area recent­ 
ly. 
Commissioners 
attending 
yester­ 
day’s meeting were Stanley Horn, chair­ 
man; 
G. A, Miller, 
both of Lompoc, 
Carl Engel and Harrell Fletcher of San­ 
ta Maria and S. C. Aparicio of Santa 


Barbara. Lawrence C. Grossman, attor­ 
ney for the group, was present. 
A representation 
was made before 
the Housing Authority by officers of the 
Boys Club, asking that should the Author­ 
ity 
regain title to the property that the 
club be continued as temporary 
ten­ 
ants. 
Resolution adopted by the commission­ 
ers stated: 
“ The Housing Authority of the County 
of Santa Barbara has expressed their 
desire to continue their housing pro­ 
gram by development of the land adja­ 
cent to existing housing known as Lom­ 
poc Terrace and, 
“ The Federal government has declar­ 
ed the property located on West Ocean 
between “ (7’ and “ R” Streets as sur­ 
plus property and, 
“ This property is adjacent to exist­ 
ing 
low 
rent housing and the new 
Central Office 
Administration building 
under construction and as such would be 
ideal for further development, 
“ BE IT RESOLVED: 
that the com­ 
missioners of the Housing Authority of 
the County of Santa Barbara do hereby 
direct the Executive 
Director to take

McClellan calls for probe 


of controversial Fill jet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern­ 
ment should seriously consider dumping 
the entire F ill aircraft program if the 
problem that caused the latest crash 
threatens all the big planes, Sen. John 
L. McClellan, D-Ark., said today. 
McClellan, 
chairman of the Senate 
Permanent 
subcommittee on Investiga- 
tions, 
told an interviewer the suspect­ 
ed defect and other recent developments 
in the F ill program will bf* explored 
in a new series of hearings this spring. 
McClellan 
has long considered the 
F ill program a mistake because 
one 
plane was supposed to be usable by 
both Air Force and Navy. 
But he said the crash 
Dec. 21 that 
killed two pilots strengthens his feel­ 
ing 
the 
congressional 
investigation 
should be closed out this year and some 
decisions made about the program. 
The Air Force said the F ill 
that 
crashed Dec. 21 at Nellis Air 
Force 


Base near Las Vegas, Nev., 
“ experi­ 
enced failure of i^s left wing.” 
McClellan 
said Thursday, “ it may 
well be that this defect is common to all 
the planes. If an investigation discloses 
the fault that caused the wing to fall off 
may be present in the others, I think im­ 
mediate consideration should be given 
to canceling the whole program.”

in 1963, 
McClellan 
said it appeared the mill- 
tary would go ahead with the plane de­ 
spite early criticism and he wanted to

Assembly Democratic Leader 
Jess Unruh made the report 
available to newsmen Thurs­ 
day. The Reagan administra- 
tion said it didn’t order the 
survey but studied it. 
The 
lengthy 
report 
was 
compiled by the San Francisco 
firm of Touche Ross and Co., 
formerly Touche, Ross, Bailey 
and Smart. It concedes selling 
state agencies is now unconsti­ 
tutional, but urges changing the 
provision to permit sale or 
subcontracting. 
Aides of Unruh, a declared 
candidate for governor, hinted 
they received the report from 
within the administration but 
declined to say from whom. 
Reagan’s assistant press se­ 
cretary, 
Ed Gray, said the 
first time the administration 
learned of the report was when 
the 
firm 
requested 
certain 
public documents, which were 
furnished. 
“ We received a copy (of the 
report) in Marrh 1969,” Gray 
said. “ It was shelved and died 
and is effectively dead.” 
Pressed 
as 
to 
whether 
Reagan’s

brown pelicans had an “ almost 
complete reproductive failure. 
14 High pesticide levels were 
found in the tissue and eggs of 
the California brown pelican 
which is indicative of a major 
environmental problem —conta­ 
mination of the marine ecosys­ 
tem,” said the report.

report noted the

$1 million 
in Goleta 
police cost 


Goleta Valley’s 
burgeoning 
population — rising faster than 
in any other county area — is 
now receiving municipal-type 
police 
protection at a cost of 
more than $i million annually, 
it is unofficially estimated by 
county authorities. 
They made this estimate in 
light of a Grand Jury recom­ 
mendation earlier this wee’: that 
consideration be placed on the 
idea of creating a special tax­ 
ing area in the valley to raise 
revenues for such services lo­ 
cally. 
South 
Coast 
supervisors 
and County Administrative Of­ 
ficer 
Raymond 
D. Johnson 
say they feel that such a spe­ 
cial 
taxing area is not need­ 
ed at this time, but that the pos­ 
sibility exists that if the sher­ 
if f s department 
expenditures 
rise more 
rapidly 
to police 
Goleta Valley, something along 
these 
lines might 
have to be 
proposed. 
At the same time, it is ad­ 
mitted in Courthouse circles 
that the Grand Jury’s recom­ 
mendation — plus 
any 
other 
pressures than can come from 
other South Coast areas and 
north county areas disgruntled 
at the disproportionate polic­ 
ing expenses 
of the county in 
Goleta Valley — 
might have 
the purpose of forcing Valley 
residents 
to consider 
incor­ 
poration or annexation to Santa 
Barbara as a way out of the 
impending taxing dilemna. 
Five patrol cars are now as­ 
signed to the Goleta Valley by 
the sheriff’s office. It is esti­ 
mated each 
costs the county 
$200,000 a year in deputies’ 
salaries, car expense and back­ 
up 
expense administratively. 
In addition to this, California 
Highway 
Patrol services are 
provided. 
The county protec­ 
tion 
is based on a level 
of 
service 
calling for one depu­ 
ty 
for each 
1,200 residents. 
One county official 
pointed 
out 
that Goleta Valley home­ 
owners’ 
tax rates are among 
the highest in the county now. 
With more than 50,000 popu­ 
lation chartered now in the val­ 
ley, it is 
possibly the state’s 
largest 
unincorporated area, 
Johnson believes. 
Population 
projections for 
the valley are such that county 
police costs for the valley will 
continually be on the rise. 
There is a possibility 
that 
valley residents may, at least, 
face 
a 
special 
policing tax 
that will reflect costs over and 
above the present 
high level, 
som e 
Courthouse observers 
feel.

al Parade of President 
John 
F. Kennedy on January 21,1961. 
The community of Lompoc 
helped raise $21,000 to send 
the students to Washington D.C. 
by chartered airplane. So Mr. 
Newcomb is no stranger 
to 
raising the large 
amounts of 
money needed to send a band on 
trips. 
After high school, Mr. New­ 
comb 
attended the university 
of Washington for five 
years 
as a music 
education major. 
He played in the band 
while 
there as a first clarinet. Also 
he acted as the assistant drum 
major and attended the Rose 
Bowl with the band. He was pres­ 
ident of the Phi Mu Alpha Sin- 
fonia Music Fraternity and the 
Music 
Educator’s 
Organiza­ 
tion. 


In 1965 he was m arried to a 
girl that he had known since 
high school 
Now. they are 
the proud parents of two chil­ 
dren. 
Mr. Newcomb 
began his 
teaching career 
at a Junior 
High in Bakersfield in 1966. 
Then later in 1967, 
he came 
back to Lompoc and taught at 
Fillmore and La Honda Elemen­ 
tary Schools.

P re-Marital С ounseling 
Most people think of a Family Serv­ 
ice Agency as a place to go when prob­ 
lems have started to appear or have al­ 
ready become serious. They don’t think 
of counseling as a problem - preventing 
possibility. But doesn’t it make a good 
deal more sense to discuss potential 
difficulties before they arise, rather 
than waiting until they have rocked the 
foundation of the marriage? 
Family Service Agency is certainly 
not suggesting that every engaged couple 
come to see the counselor, right alogn 
come to see the counselor, right along 
with picking out their silver pattern and 
deciding on a wedding dress. But there 
are certain kinds of couples who might 
benefit from counseling before they sign a 
contract as important as their marriage 
certificate. 
There’s the couple that is spending a 
good deal of their time together arguing 
. . . about where they want to live, what 
their basic goals in marriage are, how 
often they should visit their respective 
set of parents, or even about whether or 
not the United States should continue 
the war in Vietnam. Even though they 
seem to fight a lot, and hurt each other 
rather badly in the process, they don’t 
want to break up. They think somehow, 
once they have been pronounced man 
and wife, their differences will go away 
by themselves. 
Then there is the future bride and 
groom who are not quite sure that this 
marriage is really such a good idea. 
They somehow drifted into the engage­ 
ment. But do they really love their fu­ 
ture life’s partner? Or do they just feel

Family Service Agency will not advise 
any couple to marry or not to marry. 
The counselor won’t even produce any 
of those “answer yes or no” personality 
tests that supposedly will tell people 
whether or not they are suited to each 
other. 


A Family Service Agency counselor 
will not put any pressure on the couple 
to get married, or not to get married, 
as family and friends can so easily do, 
and usually unconsciously. The counselor 
won’t make judgments or predictions. 


But the counselor will give the cou­ 
ple a chance to examine their own feel­ 
ings and ideas about marriage, to dis­ 
cover what their needs are and how they 
expect the 
marriage to meet these 
needs. A counselor will also help the 
couple to discuss practical difficulties, 
and to examine solutions. 


If John and Susie get married while 
they are both still in college, what 
should they do about financing their edu­ 
cation? Should Susie quit and get a job? 
What will they do about housing a n d 
a budget0 Again, the counselor will not 
come up with an air-tight prescription 
to end all their problems, but he can 
help them to think of various alterna­ 
tive solutions.

D EA R P O L L Y —Mrs. H. G. wanted to know how to 
brighten the colors in her hand-hooked scatter rugs. I use 
warrrvwater with soap to make suds and add cleaning am ­ 
monia. I rub on the suds with a scrub brush and then wipe 
them off. This is an inexpensive way that really brightens 
them.—M RS. G. B. S. 


DEAR GIRLS—This is a great way to brighten such rugs 
very easily. I also successfully tried the sam e method on 
a piece of needlepoint, as Louisa had asked how she could 
brighten an old piece she had. A word of caution for both 
cases—be sure the wool (either yarn or cut strips of wool 
in the rugs) is color-fast. Test in an inconspicious spot. 
Some older pieces of needlepoint may have been made with 
knitting yarn and, even for the highly perfected needlepoint 
yarn we now use, I once had some colors “ run.” Also, some 
hooked rugs are made with home-dyed wool, as mine is. 
Even though mine cam e through with flying colors, others 
might not if sufficient care had not been taken in the

Raging, restless Rupp keeps 
Kentucky Cats' claws sharp

LEXINGTON, Ky.—(NEA) 
—Fifty years ago, Dr. Ja m e s 
Naism ith 
and 
Adolph 
F. 
Rupp w ere 
sitting 
around 
R o b i n s o n G ym nasium in 
Law rence, Kan., discussing 
a new game. 


Dr. N aism ith was a d ap­ 
per. m ustachioed little man 
who had invented a gam e 
he called basketball 30 years 
earlier for the purpose of 
keeping football players in 
condition during the off-sea­ 
son. 


Rupp was a young student 
at Kansas University, just 
off a farm near Halstead 
where he began playing a 
modified gam e of basketball 
at age 3 with a wadded-up 
gunnysack. It was modified, 
Rupp said, because, hell, you 
couldn’t 
dribble 
a 
gunny­ 
sack. 
Dr. N aism ith’s new gam e 
consisted of a rope and sev­ 
eral 
men 
and 
resem bled, 
says Rupp, a tug-of-war. The 
conversation, while clouded 
som ewhat by history, ended 
something like this: 
Dr. Naismith: “ Mr. Rupp, 
my new gam e m ight even be 
better than basketball.’’ 
Rupp: “ Dr. N aism ith . . . 
ah . . . I doubt it.” 
Fifty years later, it a p ­ 
pears Rupp was right. Dr. 
N aism ith’s new gam e is no 
more. 
Basketball, 
on 
the 
o t h e r hand, flourishes. It 
perhaps is no coincidence, 
either, that m odern-day bas­ 
ketball is nearly as synony­ 
mous with Adolph Rupp as 
it is with Dr. Naism ith. 
In 40 years a t the U niver­ 
sity of Kentucky, Rupp has 
becom e the all-time leader 
in coaching wins with m ore 
than 830. His team s have 
won four NCAA titles and 24

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Boys Club dilemma 


Once again the Lompoc Boys Club is in trouble through no 
fault of their own. 
They are threatened to be evicted as the result of their 
property being declared surplus by the General Services Ad­ 
ministration of the U.S. Government and the property put 
“up for grabs” for any other government entity on a priority 
basis. 
More than 900 youngsters are registered at the Lompoc 
Boys Club, most from medium and low-income families. Many 
of the boys’ fathers are serving overseas. Of the 900 young­ 
sters, more than 300 are active at the facility each and every 
day. 
The Lompoc Unified School District has displayed an intense 
interest in the property for the setting up of a continuation 
school facility. A continuation school involves youngsters who 
are “ dropouts” from high school or who are uncontrollable 
or unmanageable in regular high school. Approximately 60 
youngsters are involved. 


Because of this interest, the District has made applica­ 
tion for the property and will receive the highest priority. 
Meanwhile, the city of Lompoc is also interested in the prop­ 
erty and have indicated that if secured would lease - back at 
nominal fee to the Boys Club. 
Certainly there are two needs to be fulfilled — the need of 
the continuation school and the need to provide facilities for 
the more than 300 active members of the Boys Club. 
In weighing the priority of these needs, which logically 
should be done by all parties concerned, the scale, we feel, 
certainly would dip in favor of the Boys Club activities. 
With the many properties involved in the Lompoc Unified 
School District, it would appear that providing facilities for 60 
continuation school students could be properly accomplished by 
study and scheduling procedures. The District had no prior prob­ 
lems housing students in emergency situations when it became 
necessary. We believe it can be done now without taking away 
the Lompoc Boys Club.

Principles dictate 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is essential at this time that we get 
our values straight. 
What we are concerned with as human 
beings is not death. We all die. More 
Americans are killed in automobile acci­ 
dents than will die in Vietnam. We regu­ 
larly eat so much or drink and smoke 
things that shorten our lives, as any 
doctor will tell us. 
What we are concerned with is the 
dignity and respect for men. How a man 
dies. And for what he dies. 
Many Vietnamese have taken jobs as 
hamlet chiefs when 
they knew it meant al­ 
most 
certain death 
for themselves and 
for their wives or 
children. 
This 
re- -jg ^ 
porter once was in a 
j • 
¿ j ! 
hamlet where in the 1 ' - 
/ 
eight 
previous 
months five hamlet 
chiefs had been se- 
^ 
lected and four kid­ 
naped and killed. Yet 
new men came for­ 
ward. Death was less important to these 
men than the right of their hamlet to 
govern Itself. 
We know that in Russia, in mainland 
China, in Nazi Germany many men vol­ 
untarily persisted in acting and writing 
in ways that meant certain death be­ 
cause truth to them was more impor­ 
tant than being assured of breathing an­ 
other few years. 
But we don’t need to go to our his­ 
tory books to know that men and women 
will die for what they believe. We all of 
us have seen it in the lives of our 
neighbors, our friends and our families. 
A11 of us, when we think of it, are 
willing to give our Uves. We are not 
that afraid of death. 
At the time of World War II, this 
reporter, who is certainly no hero, had 
Japanese friends so close that for some, 
as individuals, he would have been will­ 
ing to die. He respected the Japanese 
people. He was deferred in the draft. He 
had to sign a physical waiver to get in, 
but he volunteered for the war to fight 


the Japanese enemy. Because, along with 
many .other men, he believed a principle 
at stake was more important than life. He 
still loves those Japanese friends and 
they him. 
So it is with Vietnam. If we believe, 
as this reporter does, that the right of a 
people not to be taken by force is at is­ 
sue, then we must be there. 
If you believe the contrary, that this is 
a war to further selfish interests, then 
you must hold that we should not be in 
Vietnam and that the war is wrong. 
What m atters then is something more 
than death or life. What matters is that 
we carry out our beliefs. 
This reporter keeps thinking of the peo­ 
ple he knows in Vietnam who, even as 
you and I, want to rear their chUdren, 
hoping that they wHl have a better edu­ 


cation and a better chance than their par­ 
ents. They are tired of war as only a 
people can be who have been in war all 
their lives, so that sometimes they won­ 
der if it will ever end. But still they 
go on because they have learned there 
is no other way if a man is to live by 
what he believes for his family, him­ 
self and his children. 
Picture the thoughts of the father who 
saw his five-year-old daughter come back 
to his vHlage, walking slowly down the 
road, with her hands cut off and warn­ 
ing sign on her chest 
that worse would 
happen unless he co-operated. Yet he 
stood his ground, through what agony no 
man will ever know. 
As one man has said, somebody has got 
to do something. 
We have got to try.

Grape eaters have finally struck back 
at the boycotters of 
grapes parading in 
front of supermark­ 
ets. 
In Monterey, Cali­ 
fornia, 
the Grape 
Eaters Local No. 1 
has been founded by 
John Hutchinson. His 
pickets met the boy­ 
cotters head-on at a 
Monterey 
super­ 
market which h a d 
been plagued for weeks with scores of 
boycotting pickets. 


According to the Farm Bureau maga­ 
zine, Hutchinson had this to say: 
“ We finally decided the only way to re­ 
gain our freedom to shop without being 
harassed and intimidated was to take 
public action.” 
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Action was effective as grape sales 
soared, 
customers 
congratulated the 
Grape Eaters Local No. 1 and boycot­ 
ters have practically vanished from Mon­ 
terey picketing since the Grape Eaters 
Local No. 1 picketed the pickets for 
three consecutive Saturdays. 


The Grape Eaters handed out free 
grapes which they had purchased and 
gave out pamphlets quoting United Auto 
Worker President Walter Reuther as 
stating: “We will see that nobody eats 
grapes in America; we will drive the 
grapes off every table in Am erica.”

ion” is open to anyone for $1. He said 
that a “union” card and sample handout 
material would be sent to anyone who 
joins. All inqueries can be addressed to 
Grape Eaters Local No. 1, Box 491, 
Monterey, Calif., 93940. 


The Farm Bureau reports that Hutch­ 
inson’s organizational effort is spreading 
rapidly to other cities in California. 


“ Ninety per cent of the people we have 
talked to resent being told they can and 
cannot eat,” Hutchinson is quoted. 


Hutchinson Is a Monterey business­ 
man who resents the boycotters infring­ 
ing upon his rights as a consumer to 
buy what, when and where he wants. 
And that’s exactly the way we feel.

Year of crisis 


WASHINGTON — This is the critical 
year for America in Vietnam. 
1970 
will determine whether Vietnamization 
is a workable 
policy 
permitting a 
more rapid rate of disengagement with 
a government in Saigon that can main­ 
tain stability short of total and self-de­ 
feating repression. 
The 
author 
of 
Vietnamization is Sec­ 
retary 
of 
Defense 
Melvin 
R. 
Laird, 
who has shown him- 
self to be the shrew- 
\ 
dest and most reali­ 
stic 
member of the 
Nixon cabinet. Out of 
his long political back­ 
ground 
in 
politics, 
his 16 years in Con­ 
gress, 
Laird under­ 
stands the fearful strain the war has im­ 
posed at every level of American life. 
The phased 
withdrawl 
— the pledged 
removal of 95,000 troops — is for the 
time being an answer. 
But it is a satisfactory answer only 
so long as it seems to promise much 
more of the same. That is the real 
weakness of Vietnamization as a policy. 
There can be no stopping short of remov­ 
al of all but a small corps of advisors 
and the force essential to maintain a 
logistic support. 
Doubts about the ability of the South 
Vietnamese army to take over the fight­ 
ing within a foreseeable 
period of, 
say, two years cannot be ignored. With 
growing impatience 
here at home, the 
pace of Vietnamization may be accel­ 
erated far beyond the slow development 
of that ability. And 
the consequence 
can be a disaster that no outpouring of 
comfortable 
rhetoric 
can disguise. 
- 
This is Sir Robert Thompson’s warn­ 
ing in his book, “ No Exit From Viet­ 
nam.” The consequence will be a mas­ 
sacre of those Vietnamese 
counting 
on the continuing support of the United 
States. While it is idle to talk in num­ 
bers, Thompson 
out of his firsthand 
knowledge 
of Vietnam and before that 
Malaysia, believes the slaughter would 
be of such a magnitude as to shock and 
anger opinion everywhere. 
There is 
grisly precedent in recent 
history. When the French 
finally suc­ 
ceeded in extricating their forces from 
the long ordeal 
of the guerrilla war 
in Algeria, they left behind defenseless 
Arab 
allies who had believed in the 
repeated pledge that Franch would nev­ 
er abandon them. By rough 
guess, up 
to one million persons were slaughter­ 
ed after the disengagement. 
They were the incipient middle class 
with some training and education who had 
sheltered under the French wing. Part 
of this is told by a Yale graduate stu­ 
dent, William G. Stott Jr., who put piec­ 
es of it together while with the United 
States Information 
Service 
in Moroc­ 
co In a searching article on the last 
phase of the Algerian 
tragedy Stott 
quotes a liberal 
French 
diplomat 
with firsthand knowledge: 
“ The rebels themselves couldn’t do 
it 
(maintain order); 
they were too 
fragmented. So what did you have? You 
had bands of guerrillas, a few men in 
each, 
who knew 
nothing but destruc­ 
tion and who felt they had made — as 
was true — a great sacrifice for their 
country. But they come into a village 
or a town and what do they find? Men, 
Arabs, 
who haven’t 
carried weapons, 
haven’t risked their lives for freedom, 
and yet who own 
something more than 
just a rifle.” 
So they killed and they took. This is a 
parallel, 
Stott 
suggests, 
for Viet­ 
nam. The big landowners, the generals 
with bank accounts in Europe and safe 
hideouts in Asia, the rich merchants will 
have escaped the country. 
The victims will be the thousands upon 
thousands who have advanced 
a bit, 
thanks to the trickle-down effect of the 
billions 
in American 
aid. A bicycle, 
a motorcycle — these are the symbols 
of affluence and favor 
for which they 
will pay. They are the incipient middle 
class who could help to rebuild Viet­ 
nam. One reason for the continuing stag­ 
nation in Algeria is the slaughter of this 
class. 
As with so many of his generation, Stott 
is opposed to the war. He believes that 
withdrawal must come, since the alter­ 
native 
is 
to 
remain in Vietnam for 


many years. Yet he also believes it is 
folly 
to try to gloss over or ignore the 
likely 
consequences 
of collapse in 
Saigon. 
The highly significant difference be­ 
tween the American 
position 
in Viet­ 
nam and the French in Algeria is that 
the United States is making a determined 
effort to prepare the South Vietnamese 
for a comparatively stable 
self-rule. 
The army is being given the latest wea­ 
pons. Important installations are being 
turned over and Vietnamese are being 
trained in the United States in the use 


of the all-important 
helicopter. This 
could swing the balance. 
Nevertheless, 
it is a very 
great 
gamble. The weakest piece in the game 
is the Thieu 
government, 
which ap­ 
pears to be frozen 
in its own narrow 
parochialism. 
The stakes are incredi­ 
bly high in this year that wHl be de­ 
cisive, 
even if simply for lack of the 
bold and chancy decisions so long evad­ 
ed.

Shakes up West 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (NEA) 
Three decades after the outbreak of 
the second world war the specter of a 
Russian 
- German alliance again is 
haunting the West. 
The Nixon administration is watching 
with increasing dismay the spectacular 
diplomatic breakthrough to the East by 
Bonn’s new socialist Chancellor Willy 
Brandt. 
In 
Europe, West 
Germany’s allies re­ 
call the precedents 
of the Rapallo trea­ 
ty signed secretly by 
defeated 
Germany 
and Communist Rus­ 
sia after World War I 
and the Stalin-Hitler 
pact that unleashed 
the second conflict in 
1939. 
Admittedly, historical parallels are 
not always a reliable guide to the pres­ 
ent but it would indeed be folly to ig­ 
nore the threat of another Russian-G er­ 
man alliance. 
It could drastically tip the European 
balance of power in favor of Moscow and 
eventually result in the disintegration of 
NATO. 
Why are the Germans moving in that 
direction again and what can Moscow of­ 
fer them in return? 
The Russians obviously believe that 
they can now deal with a West German 
government that is not tied to the United 
States. 
Loss of prestige in the Communist 
world, the Red Chinese threat and grow­ 
ing economic troubles apparently con­ 
vinced them that they need a detente 
in the West. 
The Kremlin leaders can promise 
Brandt a relaxation of tensions and, 
above all, the eventual unity of Com­ 
munist East and West Germany. For 
Bonn’s industrialists and financiers they 
hold out the prospect of vast markets 
and lucrative profits. 
Until now Bonn has insisted that the 
reunification of Germany must precede 
any new security arrangements with 
Russia. But in the view of Brandt and 
his foreign minister, W alterScheel,Ger­ 
man unity can only be achieved with 
Moscow’s blessings. Discouraged by U.S. 
difficulties in Vietnam, they seem to 
believe that salvation must come from 
the East. 
Brandt is therefore stepping up nego­ 
tiations with the Soviet bloc. He is even 
prepared to recognize Communist East 
Germany as a “ second state” within 
the German nation enjoying relations “of 
a special nature” with Bonn. 
This should go a long way to appease 
the Kreiplin leaders and their East 
German puppet, Walter Ulbricht. 
Indeed, speculation in the West that 
Moscow will in any way jeopardize 
East Germany’s interests in negotiations 
with Bonn is sheer fantasy. Ulbricht’s a 
trusty follower of the Kremlin’s 
po­ 
litical and ideological line. East G er­ 
many is an important military and eco­ 
nomic bulwark of the Soviet Union. It 
is also the key to Moscow’s influence 
in a future united Germany. 
It was no coincidence that in the 
same week that Brandt opened diploma­ 
tic negotiations with Russia the Kremlin, 
agreed to supply West Germany 
with 
natural gas from Siberia over a perioa 
of 20 years. 
The agreement will mean money in 
the pockets of Bonn’s steelmakers who 
will furnish the 1.2 million tons of 


large diameter pipe needed to transport 
the gas. 
More important, it has given the green 
light to Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hun­ 
gary to expand their trade with Bonn. 
Meanwhile, the affluent Germans are 
lavishing money on the Communists like 
a gay sailor on a spree. 
Their long­ 
term credits include $550 million to Po­ 
land to fiancne the purchase of West 
German industrial equipment and $830 
million to Russia for the purchase of 
gas pipe. 
To be sure, in any negotiations with 
Moscow predictions are hazardous. The 
Kremlin obviously expects relations be­ 
tween Russia and Bonn to improve by a 
series of West German concessions. 
Brandt, who heads a 
shaky coalition 
government, may not be in a position 
to meet all of Moscow’s demands. His­ 
tory is not repeating itself in Germany 
— as yet. 
But though the Russians eventually 
fought in two wars against the Germans 
the idea of a Russian - German alli­ 
ance has been a Prussian tradition since 
the days of Bismarck.
